HE Magnificence of the Turki/þ

in Days of old, and of later Date, their

From the Beginning of the fifteenth 
to the latter End of the ſeventeenth Cen- 
tury 'tis plain, they had no great Rea- 
ſon to brag of the Goodneſs of their 
Cauſe, from the Succeſs of their Arms 
againſt the Chriſtian Powers, The two 
famed Generals of their Time, Huniades 

Vaiued of Tranflvania, and Scander- 
beg King of Epirus, demonſtrated, that 
they were not invincible, having with a 
handful of Men, in Compariſon, over- 
thrown their moſt Pg. and what 
they arrogantly, ſtyled their invincible Ar- 
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Mathias King of Hungary, and Son 
of the famous Huniades, defeated the 
Turks, killed their General with the 
Slaughter of thirty thouſand Men. 


83 the Magn ificent in the Year 
1529, beſieged Vienna with 300000 Men, 
but was forced to raiſe the Siege with the 
Loſs of 80000 of them. | 


His Forces met with no better Succeſs at 
the Siege of Malta Anno 1565, where he 
loſt 24000 Men ; and Mu/tapha his Ge- 
neral was compelled to raiſe the Siege, to 
the eternal Honour of the Grand Maſter, 
and his Gallant Knights, who defended 


that ſmall Iſland with more than common 
Bravery. 


Selimus the Second met with the like 
Rebuff from the Chriſtians, in the famed 
Sea Fight, near the Gulph of Lepanto, in 
the Year 1571, in which the Turkiſh 
Admiral was killed, with 32000 Men, 
and moſt of their Galleys were ſunk, or tak- 
en by the united Forces of the confederate 
Chriſtian Princes, under the Command of 
Don Fohn, ſecond Son to the Emperar 
Charits the fifth, who was then about

24 Years old. [A fuller Account of theſe 
Particulars will be annexed.] 


Nor have the Chr ian ſucceeded worſe 
within the Memory of ſome now living, 
under the Conduct of the brave Sobieſts, 
who obtained a great Victory over the 
Turks (when he was Great Marſhal of 
Poland) in the Year 1673, with Forces 
very unequal in Number. And afterwards 
in the Year 1683, when King of Po- 
land, with the Aſſiſtance of the Great and 
Victorious Duke of Lorain, he raiſed the 
Siegeof Vienna, which had been beleaguer- 
ed | by 168000 Turks, g Weeks, and had 
2 bravely defended by Chant Starem- 
berg the Governour all that Time: Theſe 
— celebrated Generals, after a great 
Slaughter of the Turks, forced the Grand 
Viſier to decamp, and (after he had or- 
dered the Heads of five Women of his 
Seraglio to be cut off for fear of falling 
into he Hands of the Conquerors) to fly 
with his Forces into the Turki/h Domini- 
ons for Safety. In the Grand Vijer's 
Quarters were left behind the Standard 
of the Ottoman Empire, and the Hor /z

Empire of Alexander. the Great is accounted of 
Us a Trifle: With Me is the Strength of the 
whole World, and Virtue of the Firmament. 
Foraſmuch as thou King Ferdinand, which arc 
the mighty Lord of Chriftendom, and the 
choſen Veſſel of the mighty Cbriſtian Faith, 
created and elected Emperor of the Roman 
People, of Bohemia, Vandalia, Crabatia, and 
many other Countries, King and Lord, &c. 
not long ſince ſent unto our Court, (which is 
the Refuge of all Kings, the Protection and 
Sanctuary of. all that fly thereunto, and the 
Throne of Grace, for all Princesof theſe Times 
which repair unto it) one Augerius Buſbecke, 
thy faithful Counſellor and Embaſſador, with 
Letters of Conſideration, to renew with Us 
a Peace, and to enter into a farther League 
and Bond of Amity, which Letters bare Date 
the Year from the Prophet Feſu (upon whom = 
and our Prophet Mabomet reſt the Brightneſs 
and Peace of God) 1562, the firſt day of Zune, 
requeſting of Us, that granting you Peace 
for eight Years, we would not*with any Hoſ- 
tility hereafter moleſt your Cities, Caſtles, or 
Countries, Subjects, but to ſuffer them to 
live in ſecure Peace and Tranquillity, &c. Un- 
to which your Petition We anſwer you, that 
from henceforth, for the Space of eight whole 
Years, ſhall be betwixt Us on both Parts to 
be continued a new, true, and firm League: 
Of which Agreement, Peace, and Confedera- 
tion, theſe ſhall be the Conditions. Firſt, 
That you, our Beloved, ſhall be bound to 
ſend yearly to our Court, as a Pledge of this 
League, thirty thouſand Hungarian Duckets, 
with that Remainder which you owe unto 8 5 
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(4) 
for the two Years laſt paſt : For which We 
promiſe unto you, that We from henceforth, 
during this eight Years League, will take no 
Part, either by way of Hoſtility or Friend- 
ſhip, with King Jobn's Son, for as much as be- 
longeth to his Hereditary Countries, whether 
they be on the hither Part of Hungary, or on 
the farther Side Teiſſe: All which for all that 
by Law of Arms belong unto us. And the 
ſame King John's Son, in Time of this eight 
Years League, ſhall be alſo bound in ſuch ſort 
to perform unto Us his Obedience, as that from 
henceforth, it ſhall not be lawful for him to 
uſe any War or Hoſtility againſt you, neither 
to trouble your Subjects with Fire or Sword, 
nor to ſurprize your Cities, Caſtles, or Towns; 
or by Violence to take away or exact of your 
People or Subjects, their Sheep, their Cattle, 
their Goods, Money, or Revenues ; We al- 
ſo Ourſelves ſhall have no Right, nor take 
Occaſion to drive away your People, to burn 
your Countries or carry away any Captives; 
bur rather in this eight Years Space, regular- 
ly keep Peace and Concord with you. And 
under theſe Conditions of Peace ſhall alſo be 
comprehended Michael Balaſeus, Nicolas Ba- 
thor, with all their Goods and Territories, 
and diverſe others ſuch like, which ſhall be 
ſubject unto you, and King Foby's Son. To be 
brief, if happily any of your's or King Jobn's 
Subjects ſhall have now before in time of War, 
thruſt out another out of his Goods, Lands, 
or Poſſeſſions, whereof.new Quarrels or Diſ- 
cord may ariſe; We will and decree, that 
all ſuch Controverſies, Quarrels and Claims, 


ſhall be deferred untill this definite Time N

the League be expired. Beſide, if by Chance 
any Diſſention ſhall hereafter ariſe betwixt Us 
about our Juriſdiction, which can by no 
Means be compoſed and ordered, We will, 
that yours ſhall in the mean time remain as 
yours, and ours as ours; all Contention and 
Enmity ſet apart: Alſo many Towns ſituate 
here and there by Danubius and Tatta, ſhall 
be ſuffered to uſe the ſame Law they did in 
former time : So that the Soldiers which are 
yet in Garriſon in the Caſtle of Tata, ſhall 
have no Right to infeſt or vex thoſe Towns 
ſituate near unto Danubius. Farthermore if 
after this Peace concluded, any of your Noble- 
men or Gentlemen ſhall fortune to have any 
of our Noblemen by Revolt or other Occaſi- 
ons whatſoever Captives, they ſhall diſmiſs 
them and ſet them at Liberty, to return unto 
their Friends freely without Hurt or Ranſom; 
that ſo the Concord and Peace begun betwixt 
us may be the more firmly kept, and our 
Subjects live in more Security. All and 
every of theſe Things we grant and promiſe 
to be of us from henceforth untill the End 
of the aforeſaid eight Years, without all Fraud 
or Guile religiouſly obſerved or kept ; and for 
that Purpoſe have cauſed theſe our Letters of 
this Peace and Confederation to be publiſhed 
from our Royal Palace: And moreover, have 
not only provided that the Copy of the ſame 
ſhould together with our Edict be proclaim- 
ed to all and every the Generals, Captains, 
Lieutenants of our Armies, both by Sea and 
Land, in all the Parts of our Empire, and 
to all our Mercenary Soldiers, but have alſo 
ſtraightly commanded, that it ſhall be firmly 
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and fincerely kept. We will alſo, that this 
Agreement of Peace and Amity ſhall com- 

pretend, and concern our two chief Gover. 
nors, or Voyuods of Valacbhia and Moldavia ; 
ſo chat none of your People of Hungary, Cra- 
batia, Sclavonia, or other your Countries or 
Iſlands whatſoever, ſhall in any ſort be mo- 
leſted or grieved by our Subjects. And if it 
ſhall fortune, that ſome ſhall on your part, 


out of their Caſtles, ſet upon our Subjects, 


or by Force take away their Goods; the 
fame Men ſhall in any Caſe be bound to 
make thereof Reſtitution. Alſo, if an 
ſhall fly from Us, and carry away wich 
them the Money and Goods of their Maſters 
whom they ſerved, or if the like ſhall be 
done by any of yours flying to Us, then 
the fame Goods on both Parts are to be 
of Right demanded and received again, and 
the Fugitives to the Example of others to be 
corrected and puniſhed ; foraſmuch as Fu- 
itives Goods of Right appertain unto their 
ords and Maſters. Furthermore, It ſhall be 
lawful for your Captains and Commanders to 
fortify or build Caſtles, Cities, or Towns in the 


Borders of Hungary, and to 1 into the ſame 


Victual, Armour, and ſuch like; but ſo, that 
they do none of thoſe Things out of their own 
Limits. And during the time of this League, it 
ſhall not be lawful to take or carry away any 
of your Subjects Priſoners either in Hungary or 
other places of your Juriſdiction: Which for 
all that, if it ſhall by any Chance happen, 
that then ſuch Captives (without Delay) be 
ſuffered ſafely to return Home again. Fur- 
thermore, whatſoever Cbriſtian ſhall have a- 
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ny Buſineſs to do in our Magnificent Coutt, 
or any Part of our Dominions, as are Em- 
baſſadors, Officers, Servants, and ſuch others; 
unto all theſe We not only grant and permit, 
that they may come and go about their Buſi- 
neſs, and ſo again depart from our Court and 
Provinces 3 but alſo have willed and com- 
manded them to be well and courteouſly in- 
treated by our Subjects, and furthered with 
the Interpretation of our Language. And if 
it ſhall fortune any Contention or Diſcord to 
ariſe betwixt our Subjects on either Side, a- 
bout the Bounds and Limits of Lands, or o- 
ther ſuch like Cauſes; ſuch Controverſies, 
We will to be decided and determined by diſ- 
creet and indifferent Men on both Parts, and 
the Authors of ſuch Diſcord and Variance to 
be puniſhed as ſuſpected Perſons, or Breakers 
of the League. We alſo prohibit thoſe Skir- 
miſhes orCombats which were wont to be ſome- 
times on both Sides made upon the Borders. 
And deſire that the Form of this League and 
Peace, and every Article thereof may be 
publickly read and ſet up in ſundry Places 
of your Dominions: And Commandment 
given, that they may with due Obedience and 
Reverence be obſerved and kept; which we 
likewiſe have now before promiſed faithfully 
and aſſuredly to perform. And your Embaſſa- 
dor whom a few Months agone you ſent unto 
Us, in your Name, requeſting the ſame of 
Us, pad hath with earneſt Prayers moved Us 
by Imperial Oath, and theſe Letters of Cre- 
dence to witneſs, that we did ratify and con- 
firm the ſame, as if We Ourſelves ſhould ſpeak 
to you in Preſence, Wherefore we' have 
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given | unto him theſe our Letters of Pacifi- 


cation, to you directed, that your Generals, 


Soldiers, and Subjects, may be bound alſo to 
obſerve, and keep all theſe things: Where- 
fore as nothing contrary to this League ſhall 
be done on your Part, ſo long, in like man- 
ner, theſe Articles of Peace ſhall be of Me 
accepted and aſſured. For Witneſs and Con- 
firmation whereof I ſwear this Oath : By the 
True and LivingCreator of Heaven and Earth 
by the true Signs, of our Great and Reverend 
Prophet; by my Imperial Power, and by 
my true Faith; that nothing contrary or re- 
pugning unto the aforſaid Articles and Con- 
ditions and Promiſes of the eight Years League, 
agreed upon betwixt us, ſhall be attempted

THAT am Lord of Lords, and Con- 
queror in the Parts of Arabia, Perſia, and 
Greece : King that commands with eminent 
Rule in the World, exalted by Divine Aſſiſ- 
tance, to the Empire of the Univerſe; the 
moſt invincible Poſſeſſor of the White and 
Black Seas, and of all the Cities and Fortreſſes 
which encompaſs them. Lord of the Divine 
and Prophetick Temple, that is of Mecha, and 
Medina, as allo of Feruſalem, Aleppo, Da- 
maſcus, and of all thoſe holy and venerable 
Countries, of Grand Cairo, Salutiferous, Ba- 
bylon, and of Van, of Ethiopia, Balſora, and the 
leſſer Aja; of all the Countries of the Curds, 
Georgians, and Tartars ; of Moldavia, Walachia, 
and Univerſally of all the Provinces and Regi- 
ons of Greece, and Anatolia, And in Sum 
Supreme Lord of the Seven Climates, the Vic- 
torious and Triumphant King in the Service 
of God, Sultan Amurat Han, to the Vali- 
ant Sofi, to whom may God give Peace if He 
deſerve it. This Imperia] Letter worthy of 
Obedience being come to Thee, be it known

If 
Thou deſireſt Peace, ſurrender thoſe Pro- 
vinces which belong to the Dominions of My 
victorious Predeceſſors, into the Hands of 
My Beglerbeys, who are now marching at 
the Head of My victorious and inexpugnable 
Army; otherwiſe expect Me next Spring 
with My Troops more numerous than the 
Sands of the Sea, within the Bowels of Thy 
Dominions -; where I will appear on Horſe-

Empire p. 37.) That among the Paſtimes of Sultan 
Morat, nothing was more pleaſing than ſome Divertiſ- 
ment ated with Blood; he ſhot the Son of a Paſha with 
his Gun, for daring to approach near the Walls of the 
Seraglio, ſuppoſing that he came with a Curioſity to 
© diſcover his Pleafures and voluptuous Recreations : For the

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he was with a great Slaughter and Loſs of 
many Thouſands of his Men and Horſe, 
s beaten from the Siege of — Hun- 
garia: The Valiant Chriſtian Prince Hun- 
© miades (Vaivod of Tranſilvania) in two ſeve- 
ral Battles, overthrew 1/a-Beg, the Turk's 
General, in Servia, and flew Meſſites Baſſa 
and his Son, with more than 30000 Turks 
in both Battles, for which Loſſes Amuraih 
was ſo mad, that he was about to have 
killed himſelf : But being perſuaded to Pa- 
tience, he ſurrendred the whole Government 
of his Empire, and retired himſelf into a 
Cell or Houle of Religion; afterwards He 
re- aſſumed His Eſtate, and though He

e The valiant Hunniades, When he felt himſelf in 
Danger of Death, deſired to receive the Sacrament before 
his Departure, and would that in caſe (fick as he was) be 
carried to Church, to receive the ſame, ſaying, it 
« 1s not fit that the Lord ſhould come to the Houſe of his 
« Servant, but the Servant rather to go to the Houſe aof 
his Lord and Maſter. He was the firſt Chriftian Cap- 
« tain, that ſhewed the Turks were to be overcome, and 
obtained more Victories againſt them, than any one of

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In another Battle, He vanquiſhed Feri/es 
Baſha, and put him to Flight, with the 
Loſs of 3000 Men, and many Priſoners ta- 
ken. He overthrew the Baſha Muſtapha in 
a Battle; and ſlew 5000 Turks, and took 
300 Priſoners, 1445. 

Alſo in the Year 1448, Hunniades fought 
the great Battle of Caſſova, which laſted 
three Days together, and although the Turks 
won, yet their Loſs was the greateſt, for of 
them fell 40000, and of the Chriſtians 1700. 
In the Year 1449, Scanderbeg overthrew the 
Baſha Muſtapha the ſecond Time, in which 
Fight 10000 Turks were ſlain, and Muſta- 


* pha was taken Priſoner, with others of their 
c Commanders : After that, in a Skirmiſh 


« 
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fought by Moſes (Scanderberg's Lieutenant) 
2000 Turks were ſlain, 1000 Horſes taken, 
with the Loſs of 22 Chriſtians. In the 
ſame Year likewiſe, Amurath himſelf went 
in Perſon, with a huge Army of $00009 
into Epirus, where Scanderbeg with his own 
Hands in a Fight flew General Feri Baſſa, 
with 7000 Turks; fo for that Time Amu- 
rath went back with His Army; but the 
next Year, 1450, He returned again with 
160000 Horſe and Foot, and at one Aſ- 
ſault of the City of Croya, in Epirus, the 
Turks loſt 8000 Men. Amurath being Dead, 
his Son (Mabomet the Great) ſent an Army 
into Epirus, under the Leading of a vali- 
ant Turk named Ameza, whom Scanderbeg 
met, fought withal, and took Priſoner, with 
many other brave Commanders; and in that 
Fight alſo 7000 Turks were lain, 1464. 


« Much 
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Much about the ſame Time, the famous 
Prince Hunniades beat the Turks Fleet in 
6 Manubius, near to the City of Belgrade in 
Hungaria, where he took twenty of their 
Ships and Galleys, many were ſunk and 
ſpoiled and the reſt run on Ground, and fired 
themſelves, becauſe they would not fall in- 
to the Hands of Hunniades. Furthermore, 
in the ſame Year, 1464, Mahomet ſent his 
General Debreas againſt Scanderbeg, betwixt 
whom was a cruel Battle fought, for Scan- 
derbeg with his own Hand did encounter 
Debreas in the hotteſt of the Fight, and 
ſlew him, and took many Priſoners, beſides 
4.120 Turks were ſlain. After that Scander- 
beg beſieged the Turks in Belgrade, and put 
them to much Diſtreſs : But Mabomet came 
to raiſe the Siege, wherein a Battle was 
fought, and Scanderbeg had the worſt, but 
the Turks loſt 3000 Men. 2 

In the ſame Year alſo, 1464, Scanderbeg 
met with the Traytor Moſes (who was re- 
volted lately from him to the Turk) and 
after a great and bloody Fight, Mofes was 
beaten and fled with the Loſs of 11000 Men 
and many Priſoners taken by Scanderbeg. 
There never were ſo many noble Victo- 
ries won in one Year againſt the Turks, as 
were in this 1464, and by ſuch brave Com- 
manders as were Scanderbeg, and Hunniades, 
whoſe Powers and Forces were ſo ſmall and 
weak, in reſpect of the numerous Armies 
of their Enemies, that the Turks did con- 
© temn them; beſide, Moſes (a valiant noble 
Commander) revolted from Scanderbeg, and 
« ſerved the Turł againſt him: And after that 
; | Ameſa 
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© Ameſa (Scanderbeg's Nephew) likewiſe fled 
from him, and likewiſe came with Jaac the 
Great Baſſa, with 50000 Men againſt him into 
Epirus, and there, in the Plains of Phar/alia 
© the Turks were overthrown, the Baſſa put to 
Flight, the Traytor Amęſa, with many of the 
© Turkiſh Nobility and Commanders taken

< Treaſures, and Munitions were all left as

© the worſt, made a Peace with Scanderbeg. for 
one Fear; which being expired, he ſent 
Sinan Beg with 20000 Men into Epirus, who

« Aſſam Beg with 30000 Horſe and Foot, 
who was overcome and taken Priſoner by 
© Scanderbeg, and .21000 Turks lain ; and after 
© him came Juſſum Beg, with 18000 Men, who 
< was alſo beaten, and fled with much Loſs: 
And in a ſhortTime after came Caraza Beg 
* witha Mighty Power, of whom in a ſharp

In the Year 1529. Soliman the Magnifi- 
cent came in Perſon to beſiege the City 
of Vienna in Auſtria, (which City may well 
be called the 'Bulwark of Cbriſtendome) 
the Turks beleaguered it with 300000 
Men, which City was fo valiantly defend- 
ed, that after many Aſſaults, Breaches, 
Minings, and moſt fur ioas Batteries, Soli- 
man was glad to leave the Siege with the 
Loſs of 80009 of his Turks, and many 
Horſes, with much Powder, Shot, and 
Ammunition ſpent, and all to little or 
nenen e 
After that in 1565, He ſent * Muſtapba 
Baſſa with an Army of 30000 Horſe and 
Foot, and Pial Baſſa with a Fleet with 
180 Ships and Gallies to invade the Ifle of 
Malta; the Turks being alſo aided by the 
King of Agiers with 22000 Men, ro Gals 
« liots, and Robo Gallies, beſides 13 Gallies 


« with the Loſſe of a great Number of his 
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_ ® Thoſe horrid Mi/crrants upon gaining of the Caſtle 
of St. Elmo, (Yerto!'s Hiſt. of the Knights of Malia) ript 
open the Bellies of thoſe brave Knights, and cut the Form 
of a Croſs upon their Brepſts, in Contempt of the Chriſtian 
Religion, and then threw, them. into the River to float 
down to the Caſtle of St. Angeli to terrify Jobn de Valette 
the Grand Maſter, with His Knights.
